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A New Railroad War.
A small-sized railroad war has broken
out in Philadelphia consequent upon the
. building of a temporary bridge by the
Pennsylvania railroad cognpanvy on the
property of the Philadelphia, Newtown
& New York railroad company, where
‘the lines ‘of the companies interse_ct.
The Pennsylvania company is lowering
jts tracks and erected the bridge so as
pot to block the travel on the line pf the
other road, which has a turnpike in ex-
istence, as well as a railroad, not yet, we
believe, construcfed. The Xewtm?'u
company is presided over by that gen‘zal
gentleman and cxcellent lawyer, Col.
Boyd, of Norristown, and isa da_pende.n-
cy of the Philadelphia & Reading rail
road. Col. Boyd does not seewm to Lave
apprecialed the kinduess of the Penn-
gylvaniz people in sezking to lower their
tracks withiout interfering with travel
on his turnpike, and so between midnight
and 2 o’clock in the morning, he caused
the bridge, which had Been erected on
the ground of liis company, to be taken
down.

Two interesting questions seem to
be raised by this controversy, and, per-
chance, it may bristle with many more.
First, it appears that the Pennsylvania
railroad is making its improvement un-
der the general railroad law of the state;
which fact seems to show that corpora-
tion tobe no longer disposed to deny
that it is under the control of the provi
sions of the constitution ; a claim that
it has been free to make in the past,
but which,we understand,was abandoned
in the arguments of ils representatives
made before the judiciary committes on
the matter of the proposed legislation
concerning discrimination in freight
charges. No corporation is permitted Lo
take advantage of legislation subsequent
to Lhie adoption of the constitution with-
out declaring its submissive to that
instrument. We are not aware that
the Pennsylvania railroad compauny has
formally made this declaration, which it
is now in order for it to enter. The peo-
ple of this vicinity are interested in
another question raised in this bridge
matter. The Pennsylvani ~vilrogd bas
been extended around this city and bas
erected several bridges npon the tuin-
pikes which enter our town from every
direction. These brideeshave their abut.
ments built upon the highwar,
aud Ly what autherity it thus
oYstructed wo are unzble to discover.
The turnpike cowmpanies having but a
limited right to the highiway. which does
not permit them to encumber it, in sueh
a way as to interfere with its free use
for travel over its whole exten!, cer-
tainly have no right to grant to the rail
road company a power they donot them
selves possess, even though they were
inclined to do so. And arailroad should
have no power Lo make a roadway
narrower than the width at which it has
been laid out. It is,of counrse, much
cheaper for the railroad to buiid a nar-
row bridge thau & wide one: bu' it is
better for the traveling pablic to Lave
one whose piers do not narrow the road-
way. It certainly has a right to the
cnjoyment of the full width of the road,
and vet this eujoyment is taken away
from them and that without compensa-
tion. If the Newtown company will
show to the public that a railroad can-
not build its bridges upon a publie high
way, it will do & valuable service to the
public, and we trust its contest with the
Pennsylvania will not end untii the
rights of the parties arve judicially de~
termined.

IN our strictures upon the “ prostitn
tion of the machinery of justice-” to
facilitate the eseape of Dick Ieiliy, we
have assuwmed that i. was true, as repre
sented by ihe disirict altorney to the
court, that the prosecutor was disin-
clined to press the case.

Upon this
statement the responsibllity fer the
hugger-muggering of ihe case lies he-
tween Counsellor Shenek and Disiriet
Attorney Davis, and the court, as the
vietim of misrepreseniation, isbound, in
justice to itself, to vindicate the admin-
istration of the law from ‘‘the imposi
tion pracliced upou it and the disgrace
attaching it Dby iesiituting anp
inquiry to determine who is respon-
sible therefor. We remember that
once when, under similar circumstan-
ces, a like suggastion was made to the
court it was answered with the disbar
ment by Judge Patterson—iis brother
Living8ton assenting—of (hose who ven-
tured the suggestion, while Lhose who
practiced the imposition were recoguized
as * friends of the courl” in the pro-
ceeding. But we bave failh that since
then the court has learned simething.
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Ix 1878 the Legislature passed a law
giving private associations which set up
to hold campmeetings the control of all
traffic within a mile of the place, except
the ordinary business of licensal taverns,
stores; shops and farms. It was not
intended. as some supposed, to prevent
unlawful liguor selling in the vicinity of
religious gatherings, fcr existing laws
are adequcte to that ; nor, as others
thought, to break up Sunday traflie, for
the Sunday laws are suflicient to that
end ; nor yet to prevent worldly barter
and sale within slght of Israel's tents
and the sound of the preacher’s voice, for
the same act allows the cawpmeetling
managers to license all the hucksters
whom they see (i to give permits to ard
who will pay for them. The purpose of
the law was simply todelegafe to eamp.

regulate trafic within a mile of them

[t religious meefings, why not to harvest.
homes, and pignics, and agricultural
fairs, and political assemblies, and horse
races and other gatherings ? And who
shall say what is a religious mesting ?
The proper amendment to this absard
act of 1878, would be its summary repeal.

The NSoldiera’ Urphans SBchools,
Lancaster Examiner, Hep.

The ring of achools to which the soldiers’
orphans have been sent are just now mak-
ing an opslaught on the Legisiature to
have a further extension to 1888 of the
“ good thing’’ they have had at the ex.
pense of tho taxpayers since 1865. 'The
original act provided for the education of
the children of soldiers who were killed or
died daring the war. They were orphane
in the full meaniug of the term, and it
was a grand idea for the state to eduecate
them. But that supply of scholars was
soon exhausted, aud the Legislature was
easily persnaded to take in the children of
poor soldiers, and this tapped a fountain
that provided an unlimited supply of or
phans. But the Legislature of 1881 saw
that unless a period or limit was fixed
when this expenditure should eud, there
would soon be a deficit in the treasury.
The state has pald up to May 31, 1882,
$6,0919,161,28, almost seven millions of
dollars. A munificent sum unsuarpassed
by any other stdte in caring for the child-
ren of soldiers.

The Legislature on the 28th of June, 1831,
provided that no children should be ad-
mitted after June 1st, 1882, and that the
schools should olose June 1, 1885. 'This,
of course, does not suit the stipendary iu-
stitutions and tho other officials aund
hangers on,and they want the doors opened
again. The children of every soldier who
was killed or died during the war, are
long since grown up men and women, and
it is & burlesque to say that we are still
educating the *‘ orphana’’ of dead soldiers.
The following is a list of those schools
which have had the lion’s share of this
“‘patriotic’’ swag. As will ba seen, up to
May 31, 1882, $5,616,003 18 went into the
treasury of 10 schools. The differenco
between the whole sum expended and the
above sum, about a million and a half,
weat for clothing and salaries. We con- 4
tend that the parposa and object of these
sckools have beer accomplished, aund the
law which closts them on June 1, 1885,
should stand aud not be further extended
for their benefit. The *‘patriotism’’ of the
taxpayers should not bo drawn on any
further to make fortunes forghese school-
masters. If the state has the monsey to
spare, - the appropriation to common
schools could be increased and all the
common schools of the state would get
their pro rata share of it.

A TRAINS LONG FALL.

AUELED DUWN A HIGH ENBANKMENT,

A Ternble Disaster on the Tincinnat South-
. ern ERaliroad—Thrown by s Broken
Kutl—-lmprisoned in Barning Carr,

The express train on the Cincinnati
Southern road, dua at Cincinnati at 7 a.
m., met with a terrible accident atd
o'clock Friday morning from a broken rail
near Mason’s station, some forty miles
from Cincinnati, The train was ruoning
at full speed when Engineer Michacl saw a
broken rail, and hs endeavored to stop,
but in vain. The “train copsisted of a
baggage and cxpress car, smoker, a ladies’
car and two sleepers. The engine and
bagga;se car, fortunately, kept the track,

down the cmbankment—at that point
filty feet hiph—some of the cars
on one sile and some on the other.
One of the sleepers turned over twice inits
descent, and the otker one and a half
times. The ladies’ car caught fire, and
for a time the horrors of cremation threat-
ened those who were imprisoned in the
overturned and eplintered cars, Fortu-
nately the fire was cxtinguished before it
had caught extensively, and thus an
awful calamity was averted. There were
127 persons on the train, the most of
whom were in their berths in the sleepors,
or dozing in their seats, That any es-
caped uninjured, or that none were killed
outright, is almost miraculous, The
only warniag they received was the
bumnping of the whee!s on the ties,followe d
in an instant, before they had time to fully
awalken, by a sudden swaying of the cars
to one side, a toppling over the bank and
a rolling over that mixed occupants, seats,
broken furniture and glass, twisted rodsand
broken trunks in oune inextricable mass,
There was an instant’s silence when the
cars reached the bottom and stopped roll
ing, broken by cries of anguish and cries
for help, the afirighteved screams of
women and children, and the hurried ex-
clamations of strong men who mbered
out of the wreck and saw bY the hazy
morning light tho destruction beneath
them. Their faces blanched for a moment,
as they thought of the dead and dying
wao must belying there, and then, rising
to the oceasion, they began hurriedly the
work of rescue.

The news of the accident was at once
gent to Williamstown,not a great distance,
aud telegrams wers sent from there to the
compauy’s office in Cineiunati, a relief
train being at once dispatched, returning
about 2 p. m., bearing 2 majority of the
wounded passenzers. 'The citizens of
Williamstown and vicinity flocked to the
scene, and hundreds of hands were busy
in removing thke dcbris, lifting the
wounded and making them comfortable.
Plysicians were =oon at hand, both froor

wounds were dressed avd bandaged by the
time the relief train reached Cineinnati.
Such as conld leave went to their homes
and others were sent to the bospitals, Of
the 127 on beard the train, 31 were more
or less injured, six probably fataily.

The bill which has the Ilouse
*‘ regulating the liability of employers to
make compensation for personal injuries
suffered by workmen in their service,” il
it becomes a law, will give rise to endless
litigations and make the business of manu-
facturing as hazardous as stock gambling.
‘Where death or injury to workmen results
from the carelessness or lawlessness of
employers the courts are ready to give
proper damages. Juries do not hesitate
to make the damages vindictive, partica-
larly in tho case of corporations. There is
no need for more law than we already
have on the statute book. In employments
of extra hazard the rate of pay is usually
extra large. In this way the employer is
made to insure the employe by the pay-
ment of money fine for the danger incaurred
4n addition to the pay for the work done.
This is as it should be, and is a natural
and proper arrangement. The Leagislature
if it could sit the year out could not frame
a law which counld adapt itself to the vary-
ing circumstances which surround the rela-
‘tion of employer and employe. Something
must still be left to the common sense
and common justice which obtain among
men in dealing one with another.
